A notlier raid was made <>ti Seymour 
business houses last night and one 
man is in jail for his part in the work, 
lie was captured at 2 o'clock this 
morning by the police while trying 
to escape after entering lien Sim on’s 
D aylight Store and the Postal tele­ 
graph office, 
lie gave his annie as 
Edw ard Burns, his age as lb and said 
his home is in Fitchburg, Massachu­ 
setts. 
He broke into tin1 dry goods store 
through a rear window, 
lie tried 
unsuccessfully to get into tin* safe, 
ransacked*Mr. Simon's desk and ov­ 
erhauled numerous boxes in a hunt 
fo r money. 
Not finding any cash 
he went 
into a passageway which 
runs back of the Postal office. 
There 
he broke a window and climbed into 
that office. 
The crash of the glass 
aroused Oscar Curtis who cares for 
the healing plant for the building and 
who was sleeping in 
the basement. 
Hearing 
the 
intruder working 
up­ 
stairs Curtis ran from the basement 
and over to police headquarters to 
notify the officers. 
He found Officer 
Sensbuck 
who 
signaled 
Officers 
Thompson and Stewart who had just 
left headquarters. 
The three went 
at once to the Daylight Store and be­ 
gan a search. 
Burns finding he was 
discovered crawled through a base­ 
ment window and started to run. The 
officers saw him escaping and gave 
pursuit. 
They called to him to stop 
but he did not obey and Officer Stew art 
fired his revolver. 
This had the de­ 
sired result, the thief stopping and 
throwing up his hands. 
He was tak­ 
en to ja il and in response to questions 
confessed that he had been in the 
store and insisted that lie had no 
accomplices. 
This morning il was discovered that 


H o a d l e y ’s 
grocery and 
M cElw ain's 
cigar store 
had been 'robbed and 
tracks were found back of The Huh. 
Rittenhouses saloon and other es­ 
tablishments. 
Entrance to lloadley’s and M cEl- 
wain’s had been obtained by break­ 
ing rear windows. 
A t the former 
place 6 0 cents was taken from the 
cash register in the north store room 
but $1.50 in the same register was 
not taken. 
No effort was made to 
open the safe, the register in the 
south room in which there was about 
$10 was not disturbed and there was 
no evidence that any of the stock 
had 
been 
taken.

Hoadley 
states that it was the first time in the 
27 years that he has been in business 
that his store has been robbed. 
M cElw ain, whose place lias been 
robbed several times within the past 
year or so, lost about $7 in the rob­ 
bery last night, 
ft consisted of sil­ 
ver and small change and was in the 
cash register. 
When arrested Burns had 00 cents 
in his pockets. 
It 
was 
mostly in 
nickles and he claimed he got it from 


a cigar box at the Postal. 
John Eu- 
Dtily insists however that the money 
was not secured at his place, that 
there was no money there. 
As the 
amount Burns had did not account 
for all the money stolen at the d if­ 
ferent places it was the supposition 
that he had accomplices and he was 
closely questioned by the officers but 
I persisted in his claim that no one had 
been with him. 
Several strangers of 
j suspicious appearance were gathered 
I in by the

and 
questioned 
¡closely but without result. 
Marshal 
I Abell and Chairman 
Miseh 
of the 
Board o f Safety tried repeatedly to 
get some information from Bum s. 
His shoes were finally taken out and 
it was found that they fitted perfect­ 
ly in the tracks in the rear of all the 
places entered and where there were 
evidences of attempted entrance. 
Burns, who is fa irly well dressed 
and wears 
nose 
glasses, 
remained 
pei feetly cool as he \va> questioned 
this morning and as many persons 
who visited the jail took a look al 
him. 
lie said lie was a steamfitter 
and was on his way to Nebraska 
where lie has relatives and has been 
on the road about eight weeks. 
He 
declared lie has never been in trouble 
before excepting for small misdeeds 
when lie was a boy. 
lie does not have 
the appearance of a thug or profes­ 
sional tramp and this morning eooly 
stated that he supposed that lie would 
get what is coming to him.

Directions for using come in each 
packag e. 
Care should 
be taken 
in 
placing meat with sharp skewers or 
bones that will pierce the bag . 
The bag should not he moved when 
put into the oven, as the heat makes 
it very tender. 
When ready to take 
out, place a pan under it and draw out 
g ently on to it or the platter on which 
it Is to be served. 
Open the bag and 
remove the contents. 
One m istake 
which is made by many is that of put­ 
ting the filled bag into 
a pan. 
It 
should be placed directly on the iron 
rack, so that the heat has free a c c e s s 
to every part of it. If the bag bursts, 
slide it into another, keeping a pan 
on the bottom of the oven to catch all 
the g ravy that escapes.

Chicago.—After 1,200 years of cross- 
legged meditation in a heathen tem- 
of Korea, something exciting has 
happened to the giant stone Buddha 
«of Kyong Ju. The idol has been meas 
«red, poked in its sacred ribs, and 
made the cenier of a new theory by 
Prof. Frederick Starr, the University 
<©f Chicago anthropologist, 
who 
re­ 
turned recently from a trip of oriental 
exploration. 
In th e seated Buddha, 
which 
has 
stared at the eastern sea in com para­ 
tive neglect for many centuries. Pro­ 
fessor S ta rr believes he has found the 
m asterpiece of an ancient fully devel­ 
oped K orean art, the prototype of the 
famous bronze Japanese Buddhas of 
Kara and Kamakura, and 
traces 
of 
sculpture and architecture analagoua 
lo that of Yucatan aud Central Amer­ 
ica. 
The similarity of the works of art 
lound In th e temple with the Buddha 
I s the monuments of Central America 
<aad Mexico is declared by Professor 
Starr to be striking. 
He will make a 
«ireful comparison of the data he has 
collected in the widely remote places, i 
and he believes his evidence will be 
tb s strongest yet produced to prove 
that Buddhism formerly 
existed 
on 
the American continent. 
The Chicago scientist asserted that 
examination of the idol was one 
<Bf the m ost impressive of his experi­ 
ences in the Orient. 
The Buddha is 
ten feet in height, and sits in a semi- 
«sbterranean temple twenty feet in 
♦diameter, surrounded by fifteen slabs 
e f stone, each bearing a sculptured 
figure. 
T he temple crowns a high hill 
fifteen miles from Kyong Ju, the an­ 
cient capital of Silla, one of the thr^e 
aaclent Korean nations, on the east­ 
ern side of the southern half of the 
Korean peninsula.

al wholesale grip thief, has been ta­ 
ken to the 
federal 
penitentiary 
at 
Leavenworth, Kan., to serve a sen 
tence by the United States court of 
one and a half years for perjury in a 
hn d case. 
Darling combined his alleged grip 
stealing with teaching and making en ­ 
tries of homesteads. 
For a time he 
taught in a little country school in a 
remote region in Brule county, a Mis 
sourl river county in the central part 
of the state, and, later, in a country 
school at Crandall, Brown county, In 
the north central part of the state. 
it was at Crandall 
that 
Sheriff 
Parmley of Brule county found him 
with a w arrant and arrested him on 
the charge of the 
larceny of 
some 
grips. 
The sheriff was then unaware 
of the Importance 
of his 
capture. 
Thirty-five grips, it was alleged, were 
found in Darling’s possession, and his 
arrest on a federal charge followed In­ 
spection of the contents of his own 
grip, In which, It was charged, were 
found papers showing he had made 
entry to several homesteads under dif­ 
ferent names. 
The federal authorities 
charged him with perjury and he was 
Indicted on tlrls charge. 
For two and a half years grips 
were stolen at stations 
in several 
states. 
Some of the best railroad de­ 
tectives In the country were put on 
the trail of the grip thief, but were 
unable to catch him because he flit­ 
ted about the country from place to 
place and frequent changes in name 
also helped to baffle the detectives. 
It was decldecj that the same grip 
thief was operating In the states from 
Ohio to Montana. 
Aoout two hundred 
grips were stolen at railroad stations, i 
The grip thief would 
check 
stolen 
grips to himself at some other point, 
go there, steal the grips again, hide 
them, and then complain to the de­ 
pot agent of his loss 
Then a claim 
would he put in against the railroad 
company, and In many instances he 
was paid for the grips declared to be 
lost. 
It was while traveling about the 
country engaged In stealing 
grips, 
it was alleged, that he made the va 
rlous entries of homesteads charged 
to him. One entry was in the name 
of William 
P. Darling, one In

name of Alton J. Darling, another in 
ihe name of Earl Darling, and he is 
said to have asumed the names of 
Andrew J. Brown and 
Abraham 
C. 
Darling. 
It was said that he made 
two homestetad entries in the Rapid 
City (S. D ) land 
district, and 
one 
each in the Belle Fourche and Lem­ 
mon land districts in western 
and 
northwestern South Dakota. 
Darling, it was charged, checked a 
grip to a small station, where a youth 
was agent, baggage-master and opera­ 
tor. stole the grip, hid It, and when 
the boy agent could not honor 
his 
(heck, declared the 
grip 
contained 
$1,500 worth of jewelry, for which he 
must be reimbursed or he would have 
the boy discharged. 
The frightened agent, it is said, paid 
$50 to Darling and promised to pay 
the remainder in $10 monthly 
pay-;

It ended on the 15th with a brilliant 
charge by Federal infantry which de­ 
cided the day. 
The fort stood on high 
ground, some of it 100 feet above the 
river, and covered about ltK) acres. 
Upon each flank of the attacking a r­ 
my’s approach there W’as a creek filled 
with backwater. 
Across the gap be­ 
tween the two stream s General 1*. S. 
Grant deployed bis force of over 27.000 
men in three division. 
General J. A. 
MeOlernand held the right with one 
division, General Lew Wallace the cen­ 
ter and General C. F. Smith the left. 
The Federal navy under Flag Officer 
A. H. Foote was counted upon to re­ 
peat at Donelson its effective work at 
Fort Henry on the 0th. Four ironclads 
were on hand, the <'arondelet, 
St. 
Louis (flagship), Louisville and IMtts 
burgh. 
The arm y got in position be­ 
fore the works on the 12th of F eb­ 
ruary, and on the 13th the ( arondelet 
opened the bombardment from the safe 
berth of two and a half miles. 
Only 
one of the 2<K> shots fired damaged the 
fort. 
It was next to the last shot fired 
that day and entered an embrasure, 
disabling one gun and killing the (’on- 
federate chief of artillery, Captain 
Dixon. 
One shot pierced the Carondo- 
let, but did but little damage. 
On the 
14th the ships steamed up to within 
400 yards, and the combatants on both 
aides were bent upon a test of guns 
and mettle.

All over the country Infertile eggs 
and chicks low in vitality Is a com­ 
mon complaint, and it is fast becom­ 
ing an alarm ing condition, one that 
must be dealt 
with. 
Ail kinds of 
ideas are offered as to cause, many 
suggest inbreeding, while others sug­ 
gest the lack of free range, neither of 
which t ear very close relation to the 
real cause. 
Line breeding (commonly called In- 
breeding) 
Is 
absolutely 
necessary 
that the height of breeding perleo 
tion tnay be attained. 
The fact that 
wild birds are inbred, and have been 
frum time immemorial, bears conclu­ 
sive evidence that line or inbreeding 
has no effect on fertility. Qualls will 
lay a large num ber of eggs, and will 
usually 
hatch 
every one of them ; 
strong, vigorous fellows, every one 
looking alike, both in type and color. 
Birds kept In close 
quarters, 
if 
properly cared for, will produce as 
great a percentage 
of 
fertility as 
those on free range. 
The secret ail lies In feeding and 
care of the birds. The breeding hen 
should be kept In breeding condition 
throughout the 
entire 
year. 
Hens 
forced for heavy egg production will 
not produce a satisfactory percent­ 
age of fertility. 
In fact, the balanced 
rations, so generally used 
for egg 
forcing, are not practical feeds for 
the hens. Hens that have been forced 
to lay like smoke throughout the win­ 
ter, cannot be expected to produce 
fertile eggs when wanted for hatch­ 
ing. 


To Insure Fresh Eggs. 
In some of the large cities of Ger­ 
many egg depots are established in 
which the quality and freshness of 
the eggs are guaranteed. 
For every 
bad egg the purchaser is entitled to 
get 16 good ones. 
If this method was 
in vogue in this country, uuder pres­ 
ent conditions, 
there 
wouldn’t 
be 
enough good eggs to go around after 
the first d ay’s purchase 
had 
been 
made. 
Some pure food enthusiasts 
advocate 
a 
government 
provision 
which will compel every tiou' ryman 
and farm er who sells eggs to mark 
them with his name so that they may 
be traced back and if he continues 
to sell bad eggs he will be barred 
permanently from ail public markets. 


Cull Potatoes for Hogs. 
Potatoes that are too small to m ar­ 
ket may be used to advantage as a 
food for young pig* 
Many farm ers 
consider it no loss . j have from 2 to 
3 per cent, of their potato crop too 
small for commercial use as it gives 
them such a good * inter pig food. 
It 
requires but a short time to cook 
them, in which way they are very 
beneficial. 
A little salt added while 
they are boiling will give them a 
relish
